JACKSON,  Ms.  (Special)  —  The  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
Board  (MBCB)  has  initiated  a  program  in  cooperation  with  the  North 
American  Mission  Board  that  will  match  churches  and  individuals 
with  Mississippi  Baptist  churches  devastated  by  Hurricane  Katrina  in 
partnership-style,  ongoing  relationships. 

Jim  Didlake,  MBCB  Menys  Ministry  Director  and  the  convention  board's 
coordinator  of  disaster  relief  ministries,  said  the  program  is  open  now  to 
Southern  Baptist  churches  in  other  states  as  well  as  Mississippi  Baptist 
churches  that  wish  to  partner  with  these  devastated  churches  in  me  state. 

Churches  wishing  to  adopt  devastated  churches,  and  devastated 
churches  willing  to  be  adopted,  should  register  as  soon  as  possible  by 
visiting  www.mbcb.org  and  clicking  on  the  "Hurricane  Katrina 
Information"  crawl  at  the  top  of  the  page.  Churches  that  fill  out  either 
form  will  be  contacted  within  three  business  days,  Didlake  said. 

"This  will  prove  to  be  an  ideal  way  to  link  hurting  churches  with 
churches  being  led  by  the  Lord  to  make  a  substantial,  long-term  com¬ 
mitment  to  Kingdom  work  in  the  affected  area.  We  know  both  the 
giver  and  receiver  will  be  blessed,"  Didlake  said.

The  casinos  quickly  grew 
into  football-field-sized  barges  that  hardly 
touched  the  water.  Last  year,  the 
Legislature  bowed  to  the  casinos  once 
again  and  passed  legislation  that  allowed 
them  to  place  pilings  under  the  barges  to 
make  the  structures  permanent  —  but 
before  they  had  time  to  do  that,  the  gam¬ 
blers  were  back  at  the  Legislature  after 
Hurricane  Katrina  demanding  authority  to 
move  on  to  land-under  threat  of  not 
rebuilding  unless  they  got  their  way. 

The  land-based  gambling  bill,  which 
originated  as  House  Bill  45,  sailed  through 
the  Senate  without  any  changes.  That 
indeed  made  the  bill  very  rare,  and  an 
ominous  indication  of  the  muscle  that  was 
flexed  by  the  gambling-political  complex.

What  financial  aid  is  avail¬ 
able?  Never  be  turned  off  by  the 
stated  cost  of  tuition,  room,  and 
board.  All  colleges  offer  signifi¬ 
cant  scholarship  and  financial  aid 
assistance  and  our  Baptist  col¬ 
leges  are  no  exception.  There  is 
also  much  assistance  available 
through  state  and  federal  pro¬ 
grams.  So  often  I  hear  someone 
say,  "I  cannot  afford  a  Baptist  col¬ 
lege  education."  In  light  of  our 
program  quality  and  Christian 
influence,  I  don't  see  how  you 
cannot  afford  a  Baptist  education. 

How  does  the  campus  "feel?" 
Visit  the  college  tri  see  if  those 


you  meet  are  friendly  and  gen¬ 
uinely  interested  in  you.  Does 
the  college  emphasize  its  acade¬ 
mic  program  and  strive  to  create 
a  strong  learning  environment? 
Athletics  are  important,  but 
they  need  to  be  secondary  to  the 
academic  program. 

What  extracurricular  ser¬ 
vices  and  programs  are  avail¬ 
able?  Pay  particular  attention 
to  career  planning  and  place¬ 
ment  services,  internships,  and 
service  opportunities. 

How  will  your  faith  in  Christ 
be  strengthened  and  deepened 
by  this  college?  Does  the  col¬ 
lege  encourage  Christian  faith, 
and,  if  so,  how?  Last  year,  43  of 


our  students  made  first-time 
professions  of  faith  for  Christ 
and  hundreds  more  served  in 
mission  work.  Attend  a  college 
where  Christian  faith  and  com¬ 
mitment  are  in  evidence. 

Many  other  questions  will 
come  to  mind,  but  this  is  a  good 
starter  set.  Obviously,  you  can 
obtain  a  fine  education  at  any 
number  of  colleges  including 
Mississippi  Baptists'  other  col¬ 
leges,  Blue  Mountain  and 
William  Carey,  but  I  want  to 
commend  Mississippi  College.

Horn  Lake  diurch  baptizes  36  in  one  service 


HORN  LAKE,  Miss.  (BP)  — 
For  her  birthday  this  year,  Terri 
Sutton  got  something  she's  been 
wanting  for  a  long  time.  She  got 
to  see  her  husband  and  father- 
in-law  baptized  on  the  same  day. 

"It's  a  wonderful  birthday 
present,"  Sutton  said.  "To  me, 
it's  the  best  birthday  present  I 
could  have." 

Sutton's  husband  Mike  and 
her  father-in-law  Doug  Hussey 
were  two  of  36  people  bap¬ 
tized  in  a  special  service  at 
First  Church  in  Horn  Lake  on 
Sept.  25.  Those  baptized  were 
just  a  few  from  the  423  profes¬ 
sions  of  faith  the  church  saw  as 
a  result  of  three  nights  of  the 
drama  presentation  Heaven's 
Gates  and  Hell's  Flames. 


"This  is  just  a  movement  of 
God,"  said  Pastor  Joe  Turner, 
president-elect  of  the  Miss¬ 
issippi  Baptist  Pastor's 
Conference.  "Jesus  said  in  John 
12:32,  'If  1  be  lifted  up.  I'll  draw 
all  men  unto  me,'  and  what 
we've  been  doing  is  lifting  up 
Jesus.  That's  what's  doing  it." 

The  church  was  originally 
hoping  to  baptize  100  people 
in  an  outdoor  service.  But 
weather  moved  the  service 
inside,  and  Turner  said  weath¬ 
er  may  have  been  a  factor  in 
fewer  people  showing  up  for 
the  baptism  than  expected. 

"We  don't  have  any  control 
over  that,"  Turner  said.

NOBTS  to  stay 


ATLANTA  (BP)  —  New  Orleans  Seminary  (NOBTS) 
trustees  voted  unanimously  to  keep  the  seminary  in  New 
Orleans  during  a  September  27  meeting  at  the  seminary's 
temporary  administrative  offices  in  the  NOBTS  North  Georgia 
Campus.  Trustees  also  approved  the  administration's  plans  to 
restore  the  main  campus  to  normal  operation  by  August  2006. 
"I  am  very  excited  about  the  passionate  commitment  of 
trustees  to  the  city  of  New  Orleans,"  NOBTS  President  Chuck 
Kelley  said.  "After  talking  through  the  [issue],  there  was 
absolutely  no  reservation,  no  hesitation,  that  New  Orleans 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  is  and  always  will  be  New 
Orleans  Seminary."  The  trustee  board  met  September  26-27  in 
a  special  called  meeting  to  discuss  the  damage  to  the  semi¬ 
nary  campus  and  explore  options  for  the  future.  From  the 
beginning,  the  meeting  took  on  a  hopeful  tone.  Trustees  care¬ 
fully  weighed  the  question  of  returning  to  New  Orleans 
before  their  vote.  In  the  end,  with  awareness  of  the  monu¬ 
mental  task  facing  the  seminary,  the  board  expressed  a  firm 
commitment  to  return  to  the  city.  "We  are  compelled  to 
rebuild  the  seminary  in  New  Orleans,"  said  L.  Ray  Moncrief, 
trustee  chairman.  "The  seminary  was  founded  there  and  it's  a 
great  opportunity  for  this  seminary  to  have  an  impact  on  the 
reconstruction  of  the  city  and  for  tne  cause  of  Christ." 


ran  September  18-21,  and  was 
packed  every  night.  It  was  so 
successful  that  the  church 
extended  it  for  another  three 
nights  the  following  week. 

In  addition  to  the  423  pro¬ 
fessions  of  faith,  171  people 
rededicated  their  lives  to 
Christ  during  the  services. 

Sutton  said  she  had  been  try¬ 
ing  to  get  her  father-in-law  to 
come  to  church  for  a  long  time. 
At  her  daughter's  prompting, 
she  invited  him  to  see  the 
drama  and  he  accepted. 
Sutton's  husband  Mike  also  has 
been  in  her  prayers. 

"He's  been  sitting  on  the 
fence,"  Sutton  said  about  her 
husband.  "If  I  had  to  get  a  lasso 
and  rope  him  over  to  the  other 
side  I  was  going  to.  I  wasn't  going 
to  let  him  stay  on  the  fence. 

Phil  Anderson,  the  church's 
minister  of  education,  outreach 
and  assimilation,  credited  a 
healthy  prayer  effort  with  the 
drama's  success.  The  church  also 
blanketed  the  community  with 
20,000  tickets  for  the  drama. 


"We've  just  been  on  our 
knees  before  God  and  asking 
God  to  do  something, ' 
Anderson  said.  "We  just  told 
God  we  wanted  lives  cnanged." 

Since  many  of  those  who 
made  professions  of  faith  came 
from  other  churches.  Turner  said 
he  hopes  First  Church  can  retain 
about  50%  of  the  total  number  as 
members.  First  Church  will  fol¬ 
low  up  with  the  new  believers 
by  assigning  them  to  a  Sunday 
School  class  where  teachers,  dea¬ 
cons,  and  the  ministerial  staff 
will  work  to  get  them  plugged 
into  the  church.  The  church  typ¬ 
ically  runs  about  425-450  in 
Sunday  School. 

"We  prayed  before  the  drama 
came  for  a  transformation, 
where  pastor,  staff,  church 
would  never  be  the  same  again," 
Turner  said.  "And  that's  what 
we  got.  People  are  just  excited 
about  what  God's  doing  and 
that  He's  chosen  to  work  here."
